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Next Monday marks the 25th 
anniversary of the fatal shooting 
of Patrolman Robert T. Black 
while in the performance of his 
duty the night of Nov. 27, 1925, in 
Elm square. 

The cold-blooded murder of the 
police officer, following a hold-up 
and robbery in Lawrence created 
a sensation, coming as it did 
while a crime wave was sweeping 
New England. 

The shooting came with startling 
suddenness and in view of a num- 
ber of townspeople who were in 
the vicinity to give some assist- 
ance to the officer who was look- 
ing for the operator of a stolen 
car, but unknowingly ran into one 
of the hold-up men. 

As told in The Townsman at 
that time, the chain of events 
leading up to the shooting was 
as follows: 

A few minutes after 9 p.m., Mrs. 
T. J. White notified Lawrence 
police that her car had been stolen 
from in front of the M. J. Mahoney 
funeral establishment on Hamp- 
shire st., that city. 

Half an hour later the A & P 
store at 250 South Broadway was 
held up by a youth with drawn 
revolver who ordered two em- 
ployees into a back room after 
making them show him the hiding 
place of the money under a coun- 
ter. The youth then ran across 
street to waiting car driven by 
another man. 

Lawrence police were notified 
and took up chase of fleeing car 
which headed toward Andover. 
They learned that the bandit car 
turned down toward the South 
Lawrence railroad station where 
one man jumped out and the other

turned back and continued toward 
Andover. 

Pursuing police reported back 
to Lawrence station and Capt. 
Joseph H. Mulhare, on duty at the 
time, gave alarm to surrounding 
police, including Andover. 

Officer Saunders received word 
at the local station to be on watch 
for the stolen car. At 10 p. m., he 
went home for his usual supper 
hour, 10 to 1] p. m., leaving Of- 
ficer Black alone in the square. 

About 10.15 o’clock Officer 
Black received word of the holdup 
and as he was leaving the tele- 
phone box near Stacey’s drug 
store observed an auto coming 
through the square with the left 
front brake smoking. He hailed the 
driver to tell him of the condition 
of the car, but the machine failed 
to stop. 

As it passed, Officer Black 
caught the number and noting it 
was the stolen car started after it 
afoot. The driver could get no 
speed out of the machine so he 
drew up in front of the Andover 
Savings bank and ran down Chest- 
nut street in the direction of 
Central street. 

Harry Schofield, standing near, 
remarked to his companion, Joseph
